The student loan fund is administered by a faculty 
committee or five trustees, and students may borrow from 
the fund without interest until two years after the student 
completes further training. A total of 264 loans have been 
made during the first 22 years the fund has been available 

. . ffom 1921 to 1934. 

Contributions are welcomed at any time and will be 
- acknowledged in the report published by the Student 
Loan Fund. The fund is open to students being graduated 
| in June of this year. Applications for loans should be made 
to Mrs. John Tessmann, chairman of the present com- 
mittee.—A.S.

SUN DIAL

The question that is now stum 
ing the campus experts is an astro 
nomical one. Here it is: Give fou 
exact dates when clocks can _ be 
set correctly by a sun dial. Therg 
are only four days in the yea 
when the sun dial is strictly on 


and Dec. 24. 
In primitive times and in thd 
early years of our country may 
told time by placing a stick in the 
ground and marked its shadows 
with a stone so that a party fol 
lowing him could estimate the 
leader’s distance ahead by noting 
the changed position of the sha 
dow which measures the length 
of time since he went by. 
Sun Not Accurate 
The sundial marks time by the 
shadows and indicates noon whey 
the shadow is shortest. The inacii 
curacy comes from the fact that 
in winter shadows are longer thay 
they are in summer, and the suy 
itself does not keep good time 
Some days it is fast and some day; 
it is slow. 
The earliest mention of a sun 
dial was made by the _ prophe 
Isaiah about 700 years before the 
birth of Christ. No one knows what 
Isaiah’s instrument for telling the 
time was like or how accurately 
if counted, the hours were, but iM 
was probably like the one on tha 
jaysee campus, which was give 
to us by the class of ’34 and ’3 
in memory of the sunny hour 
spent on the south lawn.
